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MRUGER LOOKING FOR TROUBLE 

If all is true that comes over _the 
wires from Johannesburg Paul Kruger 
and his Boers are just about ripe for 
a dressing down compared to Which 
the Jamieson raid won't be in it. An 
ugly but typical incident of the Christ- 
mas season has strained the relations 
between the British and the Boers 
almost to the breaking point. Accord: 
ing to The Times’ correspondent’s 
story the Transvaal police were called 
upon to quell a row in front of the 
house of a British subject in Jo- 
hannesburg named Edgar. They 
called out Edgar and a policeman 
shot him dead. The policeman has 
been released on a thousand dollar 
ball, A mass meeting of foreign in- 
habitants of Johannesburg has been 
called to protest against this inse- 
curity of life and property under the 
Boer rule and to demand protection 
against police tyranny. Things have 
been going from bad to worse in the 
Transvaal for some time, and sooner 
or later such an incident. as thia will 
bring about a crisis, out of which the 
Transvaal may not emerge at all, 
The British force in South Africa is 
being steadily increased in view of 
the eventualities, an additional thou- 
gand men being now on the way from 
Southampton. President Kruger is a 
wiley old duck, but as a ruler over a 
British population he is a back num- 
ber and should be relegated to the 
shelf. 


ASSASSINATING A ROUTE 


We have been asked: “Who ia this 
man Fisher who has condemned the 
Hudton’s Bay route?” 

Considering the prominence he has 
been given, it might be supposed that 
Mr. James Fisher, M. P. P., was a 
recognized authority on exploration, 
an experienced navigator, or at least 
an expert on geography. He {is none 
of these. He is a political iawyer of 
Manitoba, a member of the provin- 
ciai legislature who was sent by 
Premier Greenway to accompany the 
Diana expedition to Hudson's Bay in 
1897. He is not a man of any particu- 
lar prominence even in Manitoba local 
politics and his enemies aver that the 
only reason for his being selected for 
the Hudson’s Bay mission was that 
three years ago he judiciously ceased 
to oppose the separate school settle- 
ment which the Laurier-Greenway 
combination had promulgated, 

Having taken over a year to de- 
cide what kind of a report he ought to 
make, Mr. Fisher has published what 
the Liberal papers, with a suspicious 
unanimity very suggestive of the Sift- 
on editorial factory at Ottawa,des_ribe 
as the “death-knell of the Hudson's 
Bay scheme.” It may be supposed that 
Mr. Fisher did not prepare hie report 
without first having consulted his 
party bosses,, who in turn may safely 
be presumed to have ascertained the 
wishes of their bosses and the inter- 

ests they represent, Hence the sim- 
ultaneous condemnation of the route 
by the reptile press, led by Mr. Fisher 
and the chief Siftonian organ in Man- 
itoba,

“The question of dividing Alberta 
into two constituencies and giving it 
a second representative in the House 
of Commons is discussed by the Medi- 
cine Hat News and the Lethbridge 
News.

division of Alberta into two con- 
stituencies. 
“The population of Alberta as 


found by the census of 1891 was 26,- 
277. The special census of 1896 re-

The unit of representation in the 
House of Commons is 21,000 in round 
figures, so that on the basis of popula- 


tion Alberta would be entitled to 
another member. Southern Alberta 
undoubtedly divides itself naturally 


from Northern Alberta, and the Do- 
minion parliament would be doing a 
Very proper thing to divide that enor- 
mous territory into two constituen- 
cies, giving the great ranching coun- 
try a represertative. It is well known 


that such was the intention of the 
late Dominion government, but the 
present government has given no 
fntimation as to whether or not 
they approve of the proposal.”

just round here he is by no means a 
common bird; but I believe the reason 
ia that it js little known and often 
confused with the American sparrow 
hawk; it is commoner 15 or 26 miles 
south of here. 

He 1s a small hawk, very pretty and 
very flerce: dashing at any intruder 
near its testi. It preys chiefly on 
small bird’, only on small mammals 
when its usual feathered prey is scarce. 
It draws its name from the pigeon be- 
ing one of its favorite victims, It 
catches lots of grasshoppers and drag- 
on files; dariing and hovering like a 


true falcon, reminding one of the 
English kestrel, It usually nests up 
here in the willows about 8 or 10 feet 


from the ground, often in a deserted 
crow's nest. The eggs are very like 
those of the kestrel; looking Ike as if 
stained with mahogany. The speci- 
mens [ have in my collection came 
from Olds, but Grahame McClure found 
a nice set near Antler Hill. I had 
my eye on the birds for weeks but 
failed to find their nest. 

They are said to be great takers of 
young domestic chickens; some farm- 
ers mistake them for the young of the 
large Hawks.° Mr. Munford told me 
this summer that he was more troubl- 
ed by small bawks than the larger 
ones among his poultry and I have no 
doubt that this is the hawk that did 
the damage, All being well this sum- 
merl hope to locate some nest of this 


pretty bird, It has eggs the end of 
May and beginning of June 

The plumage of this bird is dark on 
the back and wings, the tail base three 
or four light, whitish bars across;

hae rendered it necessary for our ships

work, as, owing to the lack of dryducks

voyage, it has been necessary to send 
divers down to do the work as best they 
could,

tracking head and bleeding from the 
nose and ears. In truth, every time he 
descends the diver takes his life in his 
hand, for anything going wrong with 
the air supplying gear would place him 
in a very hopeless position, 

‘The diving apparatus in use in our 
navy isa costly affair. The method of 
its working is simple. A long coil of 
tubing supplies the diver with oxygen, 
and by means of a coil of rope attached 
to his person he can signal by pulls to 
the surface and be raised when the 
work is done. To descend the diver has 
of course to be heavily weighted. The 
weights carried on breast and back 
weigh some 60 pounds, while the heavy 
leather boots with their leaden soles 
weigh another 20 pounds. The weight of 
the helmet, which is ingeniously fitted 
with valves to allow the vitiated air to 
escape, is no less than 40 pounds, and 
to this must be added the weight of 
the rubber dress itself and the weight 
of the heavy underclothing worn by the 
diver. 

He is not a prepossessing sight, 
this monster with the huge headdress 
and the glaring eyes, but his usefulness 
is immeasurable. —Philadelphia Times.

MARVELS OF THE LOOM. 


Ae Interesting Story of the Hirth of the 
Bedspread, 

Twenty-five miles of toweling. Ten 

hundred white bedspreads in one piece. 


Or even perpetual washday from Mon- 
day moruing till Saturday night. These 
things excite no remark at the Avon 
mill, Lewiston, where looms are 
busy the year round, weaving 8 
of varying grades of texture, and bureau 
scarfs and stand covers are done asa 
sort of knitting work at odd moments, 
and quilts or spreads are finished off 
with the regularity never attained save 
by machinory. 

The yarn comesin bales weighin 
500 pounds or more—all that can of 
conveniently handled—and must be 
sent to the beamer, who with infinite 
pains separates all tangles and starts 
the 2,700 threads evenly on the great 
iron beam and sces that the machiuery 
winds the threads ovenly and close on 
the beam The ends are first started 
through a rattle, so called, after which 
they are wound upon the. loom beam. 
After the beam has beon filled an iron 
comb is struck across the huge beam of 
cotton, and by practice a degree of ac- 
curacy is obtained which drives the 
teeth of the comb between the separate 
threads. The beams are then ready for 
the loom, " ; 

If ever any person since the day of 
Job deserved to be put into a story book 
to point a moral, it’s a beamer. The 
careful cye, the cool temper, the steady 
hand and the unfailing patience re- 
quired make Job a peevish, ill natured 
invalid in com parison tothe quiet, good 
natured beamer, 

But it’s pretty nearly as hard on the 
weaver, for when a fresh beam is put 
on a loom each of the ends must be tied 
separately before the machinery can be 
started, 

When the product of the looms bas 
been sewed together till five miles of 
towels or 500 or so quilts are in one 
piece, this piece is run over rollere out 
into the room where every day is Mon- 
day and is piled up on @ platform in 
one corner. Then the syatem of rollers 
and pulleys is reversed and the fabric 
is drawn over the rollers Ynto the bleach- 
ing vat, where it remains for two hours 
in a solution of chlorine and is drawn 
into an empty tank overbead, where 
the chloride drains off. Then the cloth 
is run through rollers, where clear wa- 
ter is forced upon it, then back to the 
boiling kier. When the kier is filled, 
the soap and water are put in and the 
kier kept boiling for eight or ten hours. 
Then a final rinse is given through the 
huge rollera, which squeeze the fabric 
nearly dry. 

+ part of the towels are so woven as 
to leave fringed ends, and these are 
quickly folded by the Ceft young woman 
who, from practice at the pile before 
her, folda as precisely as machinery. 
Another part is taken to the room where 
hemetitching isdone in the twinkling 
of an eye,

through the hands of two keen eyed

Two young fellows, 
with knives sharper than a virage’s 
tongue, then slash into the selvage of 
the long stretch of quilts with a reck- 
less accuracy torn of practice and cut 
each quilt free from its fellows. 

Oniy a short time ago dealers were 
satiefied to get the quilts with raw 
edges, the customers hemming them. 
But now every quilé must be neatly 
bemmed and folded and closely wrapped 
in paper, ticketed and tagged before it 
goes to the packing box and shipping 
room. 

**Pretty soon,’’ says the manager as 
he unfolds a beautiful Marseilles quilt, 
finished and ready for the purchaser, 
‘*pretty soon we'll have to give a brass 
bedstead with every one of the quilts. "’

SCHOOL REPORT 
The following report was present- | 
ed at the annual imecting of the Cal- 
gary public school board, which was 
held this morning at 10 o'clock: 

To the Citizens of Calgary: 

The board of trustees of the Calgary 
public school beg leave to submit the 
following report for your information, 

The attendance of pupils during the 
past year has been steadily increasing 
more particularly during the last term, 
j when the average attendance was 289 
as against 252 for the same term of 
1897, So great has been the increased 
attendance during the past two months 
that the central’ scivdl has become 
overcrowded and the board have founa 
it necessary to engage another teacher 
and arrange for opening the vacant 
class room in the south ward school 
after the 1st of JAanvacy. Should the 
school attendan¢e keep increasing as 
it has the last quarter, and indications 
are that it will, the board of trustees 
for 1899 will be compelled to provide 
additional accomramodation, This 
will necessitate renting or building. 

The east ward school was opened 
on the Ist April last, but owing to 
several families moving from that part 
of the city during the summer the 
average attendance dropped below 
what your board considered the requi- 
site number that would justify them 
incurring the expense of keeping it 
longer open, consequently it was clos- 
ed at the end of September. 

The schools were closed for six days 
in May owing to an epidemic of meas- 
les. Although the disease was of a 
very mild form the attendance was so 
reduced, it was thought advisable to 
close for the time mentioned. 

The teaching staff has not been 
changed materially during the year. 
Excellent work is being done in all the 
standards as was evidenced by the 
midsummer examinations, and also by 
the inspector's reports: and we be- 
lieve the citizens of Calgary are to be 
congratulated in haying such an effici- 
ent and faithful body of tencners, and 
in having at their head as principal a 
gentleman of the sterling worth and 
ability of D, P. MeColl., 

The class rooms and outbuildings 
were repaired and renovated during 
the summer holidays, and the old 
fence around the central school was 
replaced by a new one, The prinei- 
pal was authorized to procure any 
books, maps and appliances that 
would be of assistance in the carrying 
on of ,.the work in the different 
departments. 

The treasurer's statement will show 
a balance on hand of $1518.32, after 
paying all liabilities to the end of the 
year, ’ 

Your board held monthly meetings 
on the second Thursday of each month 
and several special metings during the 
year, 

As chairman of the board I have 
to thank my fellow-members for their 
regular and prompt attendance and 
for the careful attention given to all 
matters brought before them,
